Some  students  are  tardy  at  times 
because  of  talking  to  people  and 
playing  in  the  hallways.  But  some 
students  aren’t  late  for  class  for  these 
reasons.  They  are  often  late  for 
legitimate  reasons — for  using  the 
restroom  and  for  talking  to  a teacher. 

When  a student  is  tardy  to  class,  he 
does  not  need  to  go  to  the  office  to  get 
a tardy  pass.  If  a student  is  legitimately 
tardy,  he  needs  to  go  on  to  class  so  he 
does  not  miss  any  more  of  the  class 
than  he  already  has.  He  will  be  counted 
tardy  no  matter  whether  he  is  excused 
or  unexcused.  The  student  can  take  an 
excused  pass  to  the  teacher  later  or  the 
next  day  so  he  need  not  miss  any  more 
time  out  of  that  class  than  is  necessary. 

Missing  more  of  that  class  to  get  a 
pass  defeats  the  purpose  of  getting  to 
class;  it  only  compounds  the  problem 
because  a student  often  has  to  wait  a 
long  time  to  get  a pass  from  a counse- 
lor; sometimes,  it  even  takes  the  entire 
period,  and  the  student  has  gained 
nothing — only  lost  a whole  period  of 
the  class  to  which  he  might  have  only 
been  minutes  late  otherwise. 

Students  need  to  get  to  class  on  time. 
If  for  some  reason  he  must  be  late,  he 
should  miss  no  more  of  the  class  than 
is  necessary.

There  are  two  big  questions  going 
around  about  home  lunch  passes.  What 
are  the  qualifications  to  obtain  one? 

And  what  are  the  restrictions  and 
penalties  if  one  breaks  these  restric- 
tions? 

To  get  a home  lunch  pass,  one  must 
fill  out  a Home  Lunch  Pass  application 
card.  The  card  requires  that  you  must 
live  in  walking  distance  of  the 
building;  you  are  permitted  to  go 
home  for  lunch  only;  you  must  enter 
Exit  7 or  10  and  wait  for  the  dismissal 
bell;  and  a parent  must  be  home  during 
that  period  of  time  which  you  are 
home  for  lunch.  A parent  must  also 
sign  the  card,  state  the  reason(s)  for 
the  request  of  the  pass,  and  call  to 
verify  the  application. 

To  avoid  punishment,  in  order  to 
leave  the  building,  you  must  have  your 
pass  with  you.  If  you  do  not,  you  will 
be  suspended  for  three  days.  Plus,  if 
you  don’t  return  from  lunch,  your  pass 
can  be  revoked. 

Applications  must  go  through  the 
office  and  forgery  may  result  in 
expulsion!

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Great  American  Smoke-out  coming  to  an  end

The  month  of  November  is  aimost 
over,  and  it  marks  the  end  of  the  18th 
annual  Great  American  Smoke-out. 

Last  year  10.8  million  smokers 
participated;  3.3  million  stayed  off 
cigarettes  for  a full  24  hours;  and  1.5 
million  were  still  not  smoking  five  days 
later. 

The  American  Cancer  Society 
conducted  a survey  among 
highschooiers  in  1991.  Even  though 
that  was  two  years  ago,  the  numbers 
still  remain  around  the  same.  By  the 
ninth  grade,  64.8  percent  have  tried 
cigarettes;  and  by  12th  grade,  74.5 
percent  have  tried.  By  their  senior 
year,  15.6  percent  have  become 
frequent  cigarette  smokers  and  10.7 
percent  use  smokeless  tobacco. 


The  earlier  a person  starts  smoking 
the  more  difficult  it  is  to  quit.  There  are 
three  stages  for  teenagers  who  smoke. 
First  is  the  experimental  use.  Nearly  70 
percent  of  children  experiment  with 
smoking,  40  percent  of  them  still  in 
grade  school.  Then  occasional  use 
begins.  Last  is  regular  use.  A young 
person  becomes  a regular  smoker  by 
the  age  of  20. 

Even  if  you  don’t  smoke,  this  still 
affects  you.  An  anonymous  student 
wrote  a letter  concerning  the  issue  at 
Howe.  The  letter  reads,  “I  have  a 
complaint,  specifically  about  people 
who  smoke  in  the  rest  rooms.  When  I 
go  into  a restroom,  I shouldn’t  have  to 
come  out  smelling  like  smoke  as 
though  I’ve  recently  been  on  fire.  It  is 


offensive  to  others,  not  to  mention 
damaging  to  everyone’s  health.  People 
who  smoke  say,  'You’re  going  to  die 
anyway.’  Yes,  I agree,  but  I don’t  need 
their  help.” 

Smoking  in  the  restrooms  of  Howe  is 
a big  deal.  When  a student  has  to  go 
into  a handicapped  bathroom  or  just  not 
go  because  they  don’t  want  to  smell 
like  smoke,  something  isn’t  right.  Signs 
have  been  placed  on  bathroom  doors 
reading  “Help  Howe  Become  a Smoke- 
free  Environment.  Please  Don’t 
Smoke.” 

We  don’t  want  everyone  to  get  upset 
or  take  offense  to  this  article;  all  we  are 
asking  for  is  to  be  able  to  go  the 
bathroom  and  not  come  out  smelling 
like  smoke.

Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  was  a 
famous  black  man.,  whose  birthday  is 
January’  15,  which  is  observed  as  a 
national  holiday.  He  won  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  for  leading  a non-violent 
civil  rights  ’’demonstrations.”  At  the 
age  of  thirty-nine,  he  was  shot  and 
killed  by  an  assassin.

Before  King’s  time, 
blacks  had  to  use  different  rest  rooms, 
drink  out  of  different  water  fountains, 
and  had  to  sit  in  the  back  of  the  bus. 
Martin  Luther  King  made  many 
speeches  throughout  his  life.

More  math,  science, 
technology  in  USI

IPS  has  decided  to  participate  in  a 
program  called  the  Urban  Systemic 
Initiative  (USI)  in  science,  mathemat- 
ics, and  in  technology  education.  The 
purpose  of  the  program  is  to  give 
assistance  to  school  districts  as  they 
start  programs  to  improve  student 
learning  in  math,  technology,  and 
science  for  grades  K-12. 

The  program  has  three  main  goals. 

1. "To  improve  the  scientific  and 
mathematical  literary  of  all  IPS 
students.” 

2.  “To  improve  the  science  and 
mathematic  fundamentals  that  will 
motivate  all  IPS  students  to  participate 
fully  in  a technological  society.” 

3 "To  enable  a significantly  greater 
number  of  IPS  students  to  pursue 


careers  in  mathematics,  science, 
engineering  and  technology." 

The  program  involves  a one  year 
planning  period  and  a five  year 
implementation  period.  To  recieve  the 
money,  IPS  must  first  successfully 
complete  all  requirements  of  the  one 
year  planning  period. 

Some  of  the  leading  partners  in  the 
IPS  USI  are  the  city  of  Indianapolis 
and  Mayor  Stephen  Goldsmith; 
Indianapolis  Education  Association 
and  its  president,  Kerry  Brown;  Shirl 
E.  Gilbert  II,  IPS  superintendent;  and 
the  National  Science  Foundation. 

The  money  will  be  used  for  a 
curriculum  that  stresses  math,  science, 
and  technology  for  all  grades  K-12. 

One  of  the  purposes  is  to  have  all 
students,  every  year,  take  and  pass 
science  and  math  classes,  q

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Millions  - 8.6  - 
a debt  for  IPS

Four  years  ago  when  Superintendent 
Adams  predicted  that  IPS  would  have 
its  worst  fiscal  year  ever  in  1994,  he 
could  not  have  been  more  accurate. 
Here,  in  February,  IPS  is  an  estimated 
8.6  million  dollars  in  debt,  and  meet- 
ings have  been  called  to  decide  what 
can  be  done  about  it. 

Every  Thursday  from  six  o’clock 
P.M.  to  eight  in  the  Board  Room  at  the 
Education  Center  interested  persons 
can  find  a principal  from  every  IPS 
school  proposing  solutions  for  the 
colossal  problem.  In  one  of  these 
meetings,  all  the  savings  and  cut  backs 
were  added  together  and  found  to  only 
cover  8, 490, 000  dollars  worth  of  the 
8.6  million. 

Some  of  the  proposals  made  by  our 
own  principal,  Madora  Walker,  were  to 
have  only  one  vice -principal  per  high 
school,  to  cut  aids  such  as  security,  and, 
of  course,  to  not  use  any  more  than 
Howe’s  share  of  pencils  and  paper. 

Other  more  drastic  suggestions 
involved  the  closing  of  a high  school 
and,  most  recently,  the  closing  of  all 
unnecessary  grade  schools.  This  would 
save  about  5 million  dollars. 

One  place  that  cut  backs  can’t  be 
made  is  in  the  teacher  department.  It 
has  already  been  stated  by  Superinten- 
dent Shirl  Gilbert  that  there  will  be  no 
teacher  cuts  for  the  next  year.Q

The  players  that  tell  the  game  master 
what  they  are  going  to  do  about  whatever 
situation  they  are  in.  The  players  are 
responsible  for  the  purchasing  of  weapons, 
armor,  and  other  equipment.  The  players 
also  have  to  create  a character.  This 
involves  determining  physical  and  mental 
characteristics,  what  skills  he/she  knows, 
and  what  type  of  character  he/she  is  (i.e. 
fighter,  wizard,  thief).  All  this  information 
is  then  recorded  on  a character  sheet. 

Dice  are  used  extensively  in  all  RPG’s. 
Most  games  use  dice  in  character  creation 
to  find  the  numbers  used  to  determine  the 
physical  and  mental  attributes  (i.e.  strength, 
agility,  intelligence,  charisma).  Dice  are 
also  used  to  determine  if  you  succeed  in  a 
given  situation;  these  roles  are  adjusted  by 
skill  and  attribute  ratings.  The  method  used 
to  determine  results  varies  with  each  game 


system. 

Computer  and  video  game  companies 
have  made  role-playing  style  games 
where  your  characters  are  either  given  to 
you  or  created  by  the  player,  depending 
on  the  game.  The  software  is  programmed 
to  play  the  part  of  the  game  master.  These 
games  are  mostly  designed  not  to  be 
beaten  in  one  day,  but  there  are  excep- 
tions. 

If  you  want  to  find  out  if  role-playing  is 
for  you,  I would  suggest  finding  a friend 
who  plays  or  go  to  a book  store  and  read 
some  of  the  player  handbooks  from  a 
game  system  or  two.  If  you  find  one  that 
interests  you,  look  into  it  a little  more.

Malcolm  X was  bom  Malcolm  Little 
on  May  19, 1925,  in  Omaha,  Ne- 
braska. He  had  problems  with  white 
people  all  of  his  life. 

When  his  mother  was  pregnant  with 
him,  the  Klu  Klux  Klan  set  the  family 
home  on  fire.  Then,  when  Malcolm 
was  six,  his  father  was  brutally 
murdered,  even  though  it  was  ruled 
suicide,  by  white  men. 

Malcolm  got  mixed  up  with  the 
wrong  crowd  in  his  early  twenties  and 
ended  up  being  arrested  for  burglary. 
He  was  in  prison  for  eight  years  in 
Norfolk,  Massachusetts.  It  was  there 
he  started  to  get  involved  in  the 
Muslim  religion.  He  would  write  to 


Elijah  Muhammed,  the  leader  of  the 
Black  Muslims  everyday.  When  he 
was  released  in  1952,  he  was  given 
the  last  name  of  X,  an  African  family 
name  of  Little. 

Out  on  the  street,  Malcolm  preached 
to  blacks  to  join  the  Nation  of  Islam 
and  to  revolt  against  white  su- 
premacy, “By  any  means  necessary.” 

On  his  own  will,  Malcolm  decided 
to  attend  the  “Hajj,”  a pilgrimage 
retreat  for  Muslims  in  Mecca.  It  was 
there  he  witnessed  men  of  all  races 
honoring  and  worshipping  for  men  of 
all  races  to  live  together;  and  he 
preached  that  until  February  24, 1965, 
when  he  was  assassinated.

A Mississippi  jury  of  eight  blacks 
and  four  whites  reached  across  a 
painful  gulf  of  time  and  turmoil 
since  Saturday,  March  6, 1964,  to 
convict,  73  year  old  Byron  De  La 
Beckwith  who  was  immediately 
sentenced  to  life  in  prison. 

When  the  verdict  was  announced 
on  the  second  day  of  deliberation, 
there  was  a burst  of  cheers  from  a 
pocket  of  spectators  surrounding  the 
widow,  Myrlie  Evers.  Within 
seconds,  as  word  that  Beckwith  had 
been  found  guilty  passed  from  the 
courtroom,  cheering  echoed  through 
the  hills  of  the  Hinds  County 
Courthouse  where  others  were 
standing  vigil. 

The  73  year  old  Beckwith  was  led 
away  by  two  deputy  sheriffs.  He 


said  nothing  but  waved  feebly  while 
members  of  his  family  tried  to 
comfort  his  wife,  Thelma,  who  was 
weeping  in  a front  row  seat. 

In  the  emotional  aftermath.  District 
Attorney  Ed  Peters  said,  “I  think 
justice  has  been  done.  I’m  sorry  it 
took  so  long."  Beckwith  was  origi- 
nally arrested  in  June  1964,  days  after 
Evers  was  shot  in  the  back  by  a sniper 
lurking  in  a thicket  near  the  victim’s 
home.  Beckwith,  an  outspoken 
proponent  of  white  supremacy,  was 
tried  twice  in  1964.  Both  trials 
wound  up  as  mistrials  when  all  white 
juries  deadlocked.  Beckwith  was 
eventually  released.  After  30  years 
and  three  trials,  white  supremacist 
Byron  De  La  Beckwith  was  convicted 
February  5, 1994;  he  was  sentenced  to 
life  in  prison  for  the  murder  of 
Medgar  Evers.

One  little  known  historically 
famous  black  author  is  Alexandre 
Dumas,  writer  of  The  Three  Muske- 
teers. Very  few  people  realize  that  this 
timeless  American  classic  is  the  work 
of  a black  author.  Dumas  makes  his 
impact  on  readers  by  creating  well- 
plotted  novels  and  plays  that  were 
marked  by  swift  action,  violence,  and 
romanticism,  and  all  were  the  work  of 
a master  storyteller  who  continues  to 
captivate  readers  from  start  to  finish. 

Dumas  was  bom  in  Villers- 
Caterats,  Aisne;  a small  village  in  the 
outskirts  of  France.  His  father  was  a 
half-Negro  who  was  a decorated 
general  in  Napoleon’s  army.  Although 
he  had  little  formal  education,  he 
managed  to  use  the  will  and  determina- 
tion he  later  became  famous  for,  to 
educate  himself  as  he  worked  for  the 
Duke  of  Orleans.  Briefly,  he  studied 
law,  but  soon  became  bored,  and  left 
this  educational  pursuit;  and  in  1823,  he 
traveled  to  Paris  to  become  a play- 
wright. 

Alexandre  possessed  various  other 
skills  and  achievements  along  with  his 
literary  flair.  A man  of  boundless 
energy,  he  was  also  an  accomplished 
statesman,  in  many  ways  contributing 
to  his  native,  France.  Notably,  begin- 
ning a Romantic  movement  in  French 
drama.  In  this,  he  won  the  friendship  of 
also  great  author,  Victor  Hugo. 

These  achievements,  and  many 
more,  highlight  the  life  and  times  of 
Alexandre  Dumas.  Long  has  this  writer 
been  overlooked  in  being  recognized 
for  his  superior  work.  But  now,  we  in 
America,  who  have  for  generations 
enjoyed  his  writings,  can  observe  this 
great  storyteller  who  has  shaped  French 
and,  ultimately,  African  literature.

West  Point’s  first  black  graduate  was 
Henry  Ossian  Flipper,  the  son  of  former 
slaves,  who  was  appionted  to  the  U.S. 
Military  Academy  by  a Republican 
congressman  from  his  home  state  of 
Georgia  in  1873.  After  graduation. 
Flipper  was  assigned  as  a second 
lieutentant  in  the  all  Black  10th  Cavalry 
Regiment,  fighting  Indians  on  the 
frontier. 

He  was  court  martial ed  and  dismissed 
from  the  army  in  1882  for  alleged 
misuse  of  commission  funds.  Claiming 
that  his  conviction  was  the  result  of 
prejudice  on  the  part  of  a superior 
officer.  Flipper  made  repeated  attempts 
to  clear  his  name.  Failing  that,  he 
remained  in  the  West  as  a successful 
civil  and  mining  engineer.

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Achievements 
of  Elijah 
Muhammad

From  a small  Georgian  family  Elijah 
Poole,  later  Muhammad,  rose  up  to  be 
the  most  economically  powerful  black 
leader  in  North  America.  He’s  the  one 
who  produced  Malcolm  X and 
promoted  that  black  is  beautiful. 

Elijah  Muhammad  was  bom  Elijah 
Poole  on  October  7, 1897,  in 
Sandersville,  Georgia.  The  son  and 
grandson  of  a Baptist  preacher,  Elijah 
Poole  experienced  white  racism  at  a 
young  age  when  he  saw  a black  man 
hanging  from  a tree,  apparently 
lynched  by  white  Klansmen.  Poole 
didn’t  have  a good  education;  he  quit 
school  in  the  third  grade  to  help 
support  his  family. 

Poole  married  a woman  by  the  name 
of  Clara  in  1919,  and  he  moved  to 
Detroit,  Michigan,  in  1921.  In  1931,  he 
attended  a meeting  held  by  a mysteri- 
ous peddler  from  the  East  named  W.  F. 
Muhammad.  Poole  was  a studier  of  the 
Bible,  so  he  recognized  W.  F. 
Muhammad  to  be  the  Son  of  Man  who 
would  come  in  the  Last  Days.  Poole 
joined  the  mysterious  peddler  after  the 
meeting. 

W.  F ..Muhammad  changed  Elijah 
Poole’s  last  name  to  Muhammad  when 
Poole  became  his  minister. 

Muhammad  was  taught  by  W.  F. 
Muhammad  day  and  night  for  three 
and  one-half  years.  In  1934,  W.  F. 
Muhammad  left  America,  and  he  left 
Elijah  Muhammad  as  his  messenger. 

People  may  judge  Elijah 
Muhammad’s  teachings  as  wrong  and 
call  him  a racist,  but  everyone  must 
bear  witness  that  the  blacks  who 
followed  Elijah  Muhammad  became 
recognized,  respected,  and  economi- 
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The  Legacy  of  Malcolm  X

Malcolm  X was  not  widely  regarded 
as  an  admirable  figure.  Except  in 
Harlem,  the  man  who  rose  from  poverty 
and  prison  to  the  pulpit  was  virtually 
unknown  until  CBS’s  Mike  Wallace,  in 
a 1959  television  documentary  entitled 
“The  Hate  That  Hate  Produced,”  which 
showed  him  leading  an  ominous  “rise  of 
black  racism.” 

During  the  early  ’60s,  the  media 
presented  one  bad  Malcolm  after 
another.”  If  I had  said,  “Mary  had  a little 
lamb,”  he  once  complained,  what 
probably  would  have  appeared  was 
“Malcolm  X lampoons  Mary  ” But  the 
press  did  not  have  to  exaggerate 
Malcolm’s  rhetoric  to  make  it  frightful. 
All  white  people  were  devils,  he 
declared,  the  members  of  an  evil  race 
created  thousands  of  years  ago  by  a mad 
black  scientist  Hell  was  not  something 
in  the  hereafter,  Malcolm  preached,  but 
was  what  blacks  endured  every  day  on 
earth.  All  of  this  he  warned,  would  soon 
be  set  straight  by  a global  revolution  of 
dark-skinned  people — a “lake  of  fire,”  a 
“day  of  slaughter  ..for  this  sinful  white 
world.” 

When  John  F.  Kennedy  was  assassi- 
nated, Malcolm  talked  cheerfully  about 
“the  chickens  coming  home  to  roost.” 


He  hailed  as  “a  very  beautiful  thing” 
the  crash  of  an  airliner  full  of  white 
people  - a case  in  which  God  got  “rid 
of  120  of  them  at  one  whop.” 

Malcolm  followed  the  teachings  of 
Elijah  Muhammad, 

Malcolm  traveled  to  Mecca  with 
Elijah  and  discovered  Muslims  of  all 
colors  from  around  the  world.  When 
he  returned  to  America,  he  came  back 
preaching  brotherhood  instead  of 
hatred  against  (me  another.  “In  the 
past,  I have  permitted  myself  to  be 
used  to  make  sweeping  indictment  of 
all  white  people,”  he  said.  “I  no  longer 
subscribe  to  sweeping  indictments  of 
one  race.”  The  only  African  hero 
most  black  moviegoers  saw  was  a 
white  Tarzan.  “You  know  yourself 
that  we  have  been  a people  who  hated 
our  African  characteristics,”  Malcolm 
had  told  a Detroit  audience.  “We 
hated  our  heads;  we  hated  the  shape  of 
our  nose;we  hated  the  color  of  our 
skin.Our  color  became  to  us  a chain.” 
Malcolm’s  career  ended  abruptly 
when  he  was  shot  and  killed  in  Now 
York  City  on  February  2 1 , 1965,  by 
assassins  thought  to  be  connected  with 
the  Black  Muslims. 


cally  independent  before  his  death  in 
1975.  World  leaders  recognized  him  as 
being  a great  leader  of  blacks  in 
America. 

Elijah  Muhammad  set  up  over  forty-six 
schools  that  ranged  from  grade  K 
through  12  throughout  North  America. 
He  and  the  Nation  of  Islam  owned 
thousands  of  acres  of  land,  clothing 
factories,  restaurants,  supermarkets, 
cleaners,  barber  shops,  residential 
homes,  and  a four  million  dollar  Temple 
of  Islam  and  school  on  Chicago’s 
southside.  The  Nation  of  Islam  under 
Elijah  Muhammad’s  leadership  owned  a 
four  story  Temple  of  Islam  in  New  York, 
j^arionanieadcju^^ 


cago,  a nineteen-room  mansion  for  the 
family  of  Elijah  Muhammad,  jets, 
Muhammad  Speaks  newspaper  company, 
and  the  Nation  of  Islam  had  an  interna- 
tional trade  agreement  with  Peru.  By  the 
time  Elijah  Muhammad  died  he  was  a 
millionaire  with  a multi-million  dollar 
empire  founded  by  black  people. 

Elijah  Muhammad  produced  results. 

He  was  a business-minded  spiritual 
leader  of  black  people  in  the  Americas, 
Europe,  and  Africa.  His  teachings  may 
be  criticized  by  many,  but  the  man  got 
results.  His  achievements  are  well 
deserved  to  be  studied  by  not  only 
African  Americans  but  Caucasians  as 
well. 
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Murder  in  Mississippi

In  Philadelphia,  Mississippi,  1964,  an 
all  white  jury  of  five  men  and  seven 
women  convicted  seven  white  men  of 
conspiracy  in  the  murder  of  three  civil 
rights  workers.  Eight  men  were 
acquitted,  and  mistrials  were  declared 
in  the  cases  of  three  men  on  whom  the 
jury  could  not  reach  a verdict.  Those 
found  guilty  were  Cecil  R.  Price,  29, 
chief  deputy  sheriff  of  Neshoba 
County;  Sam  Holloway  Bowers  Jr.,  43, 
imperial  wizard  of  the  White  Knights 
of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan;  Horace  Doyle 
Barnette,  29,  former  Meridian  Automo- 
tive Parts  salesman;  Jimmy  Ar ledge, 
30,  a Meridian  truck  driver;  Billy 
Wayne  Posey,  30,  Williamsville 
(Miss.)  service  station  operator,  Jimmy 
Snowden,  34,  Meridian  truck  driver; 
Alton  Wayne  Roberts,  29,  Meridian 
mobile  home  salesman.  All  were  freed 
on  a 5,000  bond  each. 

The  men  were  convicted  of  conspiring 
to  deny  “life  or  liberty  without  due 
process.”  The  government  charged  that: 
(a)  Price  had  arrested  Michael  H. 
Schwemer,  24,  of  New  York,  a white 
field  worker  for  the  Congress  of  Racial 
Equality  (CORE);  Andrew  Goodman, 
20,  of  New  York,  a white  college 
student,  and  James  E.  Chaney,  21,  of 
Meridian,  a Negro  plasterer,  (b)  Price 
held  the  three  youths  while  a lynching 
party  assembled;  (c)  then  Price 


released  them  and  allowed  them  to  be 
captured  by  the  mob,  which  turned 
them  over  to  gunmen  to  be  murdered. 

The  defendants  were  tried  under 
conspiracy  indictments  returned 
against  nineteen  men  on  February  27 
by  a federal  grand  jury  that  included 
five  blacks  and  six  women.  The 
nineteen  men  indicted  were  charged 
under  the  felony  provision  of  an  1870 
federal  civil-rights  statue.  The  indict- 
ments charged  that  Rainey,  Price,  and 
Willis  had  acted  under  color  of  state 
law  to  carry  out  a “Klan  assassination 
plot.”  During  the  trial  Police  Sgt. 
Carlton  Wallace  Miller  testified  that  he 
had  joined  the  local  klavem  of  the 
White  Knights  of  Ku  Klux  Klan  in  late 
March  or  April,  1964,  and  had  become 
a paid  informer  for  the  FBI  the 
following  September.  Miller,  who  had 
been  a member  of  the  Meridian  police 
force  for  twenty  years,  identified 
eleven  of  the  eighteen  defendants  as 
either  members  of  the  Klan  or  as 
having  been  present  at  Klan  meetings. 
Miller  said  that  most  Klan  discussions 
centered  on  opposition  to 
integregation.  Miller  said  that  Killen 
had  once  discussed  a plan  to  “whip” 
Schwemer  but  later  called  it  off.  Miller 
said  that  about  a week  after  the  three 
civil  rights  workers  disappeared,  “Mr. 
Killen  told  me  they  had  been  shot  and 
were  dead  and  were  buried  15  feet  in  a 
dam.” 


Madame  C.  J.  Walker

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Book  Review:  The  Death  Gate  Cycle

Man  had  created  many  great  war 
machines  and  weapons.  Weapons  with 
the  power  to  kill  millions  and  cause 
destruction  for  miles  around.  When  a 
great  war  began,  these  weapons  were 
used  all  around  the  world;  most  of  then- 
great  achievements  were  destroyed  and 
vast  amounts  of  knowledge  were  lost. 
Yet  they  rose  from  the  rubble  of  their 
shattered  world.  But  things  had  been 
altered;  some  of  them  had  changed  to 
appear  as  tall,  slender  elves  or  short, 
stocky  dwarves.  Some  of  the  humans 
and  elves  started  to  develop  magical 
skills,  each  race  with  a different  type. 

Yet  another  group  developed  beyond 
all  others.  They  became  nearly  immor- 
tal, dying  only  when  a mortal  wound 
goes  unattended.

Double  standards  separate

Do  teachers  have  double  standards? 
It  could  be.  Let’s  look  at  the  facts. 
Most  teachers  give  straight  A students 
special  privileges  over  the  rest  of  the 
class,  especially  when  compared  to 
the  privileges  a failing  student 
receives.  Here’s  a scenario  for  you: 
The  class  gets  an  assignment  All  the 
students  but  two  are  doing  their  work; 
one  is  a straight  A student  while  the 
other  is  a failing  student.  The  teacher 
tells  the  failing  student  to  put  what  he 
is  reading  or  doing  away,  but  says 
nothing  to  the  straight  A student.  Is 
this  prejudice  or  are  these  simply  the 
rewards  for  working  hard? 

One  teacher  has  said  that  the  reason 
for  these  privileges  is  simply  that 
straight  A students  don’t  abuse  the 
system  and  don’t  cause  the  teachers 
grief  and  therefore  don’t  have  to  be 
watched  all  the  time.  Another  teacher 
has  replied  that  these  privileges  are 
incentives  that  all  students  could 
receive  if  they  got  straight  A' s.  In 
other  words  these  “rewards”  have 
been  invented  to  encourage  failing  or 
average  students  to  work  harder  so

they  too  can  receive  these  “rewards.” 

Straight  A students  say  that  they 
appreciate  the  fact  that  teachers  trust 
them  and  that  teachers  have  confidence 
in  their  abilities.  Most  straight  A students 
understand  this  aspect  of  life  skills,  as 
these  types  of  situations  occur  in 
everyday  life.  It’s  like  being  a business- 
man and  the  harder  you  work  the  more 
incentives  you  get,  like  a pay  raise  or 
added  vacation  time.  Kids  need  to  learn 
these  skills  now  so  that  it  won’t  be  a 
shock  to  them  when  they  reach  the  real 
world.  This  type  of  incentive  system  is 
used  all  over  the  country,  and  it  appears 
to  be  successful,  at  least  for  some 
students  who  want  to  improve  and  have 
found  enough  encouragement  and 
support  to  do  it. 

We  hope  that  here  at  Howe  more 
students  now  will  understand  the  reasons 
for  these  “special  privileges”  and  that  if 
they  want  some  for  themselves,  they  will 
have  to  earn  them,  just  like  the  rest  of 
the  students.  So  in  fact,  when  teachers 
use  these  incentives,  it  can’t  really  be 
called  a double  standard  since  they’re 
using  it  as  a learning  tool.

On  April  4,  the  school  board 
announced  the  official  list  of  nine 
schools  which  will  be  closed  June, 

1995. 

The  list  includes  seven  elementary 
schools,  #84,  #59,  #97,  #81,  #89,  #85, 
Cold  Springs;  one  middle  school, 

#109;  and  one  high  school,  Washing- 
ton. 

The  school  board  established  a 
working  group  that  was  responsible  for 
implementing  the  process  and  prepar- 
ing the  recommendations  for  the 
board’s  approval. 

The  working  group  used  the  follow- 
ing criteria  to  select  the  nine  schools: 
age  of  building,  smallest  schools,  goal 
of  moving  toward  elementary  schools 
which  accommodate  400-600  students, 
no  recent  renovations  (roof  work 
would  only  be  a minor  point  to  be 
considered),  landlocked  with  no  IPS 
owned  or  easily  accessible  space  for 
expansion,  impact  on  community, 
current  and  future  use  of  the  buildings, 
being  sensitive  to  location  of  previous 
school  closing,  impact  on  adherence  to 
provisions  of  the  federal  court  order. 

For  people  who  object  to  the  school 
board’s  choices,  there  are  several 
meetings  being  held  to  give  others  a 
chance  to  express  their  opinions.  □

Kymme  Bryant,  a senior,  died 
Saturday,  May  14.  Many  of  you  knew 
her  as  a sweet,  kind-hearted  person. 

The  showing  was  Tuesday,  May  17, 
and  the  funeral  was  Wednesday,  May 
18. 

Kymme  was  in  a car  explosion  on 
February  3.  The  car  caught  fire  while 
her  friend  was  pumping  gas.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  explosion,  Kymme  was 
rushed  to  Wishard  Hospital.  She 
received  third-degree  bums  over  99% 
of  her  body.

There  were  concerts  and 
benefits,  from  which  all  the  proceeds 
went  to  pay  her  medical  bills.  A trust 
fund  was  set  up  at  National  City  Bank. 
Now  that  she  has  passed  on,  the  money 
will  go  to  Wishard  Hospital  Bum  Unit 
in  her  name. 

Kymme  took  a day  at  a time,  working 
toward  being  able  to  live  a normal  life 
again.  In  the  last  few  months,  the  time 
spent  with  family  and  friends  will 
always  be  cherished.
